> | ſideration the continuance of certaine Orders and directions conceiued in this Court, to be obſerued the laſt yeare by 
&T) all Conſtables and their Officers through this whole Countie, concerning the execution of the Lawes and Statutes 
\ againſt Roguesand Vagaborids, and alſo concerning the monethly mectings agreed to be held by the Fuftices of 
Peacein their ſeucrall Dmiſions, for the better examination and finding out of the negle& and carelctInes of ſuch Oth- 
cers, and the reformation of thoſe.and other abuſes and diſorders in the Country, wi 
E q done and performed at the generall Afſemblics of the whole body of the Countie. And finding now that the Con- 
=, ſtablesand other Officers who are to puniſh and convey fuch Rogues, Vagabonds, and common Beggers asare appre- 
hended, doe (for the moſt parc ) paſſe them away witheut any puniſhnent at all, neuer queftionning the counterfit 
Paſports, . but on the contrary doereliene and comfort them by giuing them money at euery Pariſh they are to paſſe chrough, by meanes 


whereof they begin to increaſe againe. Therefore it is now agreed, thought fit and ordered by this Court, that from hencetorch there ſhalbe .. 


a meeting of the Juſtices of Peace ( or the more part of them ) in every ſeucrall Diviſion or Hundred of this Countie once at the leaſt be- 
rweene cuery general! Quarter Scſſtons, (which may be called a ſix weekes Seffions) at which meetings all high and petie Conftables, Quer- 
ſeers ofthe poore, Surueyors of high-wayes, and other Officers and Inhabitants thereunto appointed,. ſhall giue their attendance vpon the 


ſaid Tuſtices from time to time, to be charged and examined, and te goe an account of the carefull, reall, and exa&t performance of their {c= 


uerall offices and duties in generall, and more eſpecially touching and concerning theſe Articles hereunder following. 

Firſt. T hat choice being made of diſcreet and ſufficient perſons ( and not of the meaner fort, as of late is too frequent ) ro be ſworne Con- 
ſtables, thatthe Lawes and Statutes againſt Rogues, Vagabonds, and other dangerous wandrin g per ons be more carefully pur iN EXecution 
by the ſaid Conſtables ; For.the berter. effefting whereof it is chonght fit that in-euery Pariſh a Whipping-ſtocke be preſencly. prouided at 
checharge of the Pariſh: and that watchings, wardings,. and priuate ſearches be kept and made in euery Pariſh once or twice euety. weeke at 
che leaſt, for apprehending of all Rogues, Vagabonds, or common Beggers, and that all Inhabirantsalſo doe ſtay every ſuch Rogue or com- 
mon Begger that ſhall come to their doores or within their ſight, vpon paine of x $. for cuery default, and to delwer him ouer into the cuſto- 
dic ofthe Conſtables, according to the Statute 1n that caſe prouided.. | 

Secondly, Thatall ſuch Rogues and Vagabonds ſo ad be immediately carried before ſome Iuftice of Peace of this Countie next 
tothe place of their apprehenſion, by him to be ſent to the Houſe of correQion, ( if he ſhall thinke it expedient) where the allowance of three 
pence a mule ſhall be made to the Conſtable for the bringing of euery ſuch Rogue, or otherwiſe to be ſeucrely whipped and conueyed by Pat- 
port andable guide, andin no other maner, from one Pariſh to another the moſt dire way to the place of their birth orlaſt habicacion,-asche 
caſe ſhall require : and that no Conſtable in ſending of any ſuch Rogue or common Begger ſhall giue him any money, bur onely ſo much 
ſuſtenance in bread and drinke as may ſuffice nature and no more z And further for the diſcouery of many falſe Pafports, (which ar: now moſt 
common) it is thought fit that no perſon pretending-himſelte to be a Souldier or Marriner, - ſhall be ſuffered to trauell or paſfe ( though he 
hauc a Paſport) vnleſſe the {ame Paſport be firſt allowed and ſubſcribed with the hand ot ſome Juſtice of Peace of this Councie,. limuring 
a certaine rime for his er their. paſſage and trauell through this Countie,, | 

Thirdly, Whereas it hath becne diſcoucred that diuers Cripples and other. diſſeaſed impotent perſons, haue vſed to trauell our of one 
Countie into another ypon vaine and idle pretents of getting reliefe from their triends far remote, or atthe place of their birth,and thereupon 
procured Paſports, by vertue whereof they haue beene carried in Carts or on Horſe-backe, and exaed money of cuery Conſtable.for their 
meanes andfpeedy trauell ouer moſt parts.of England at the Countries charge: which Paſporrt is againſt the Law, and ought to be made bur 
in caſe where cither the parties are puniſhed according to the Statute as Rogues, or oth: 1wiſe where any ſuch difſcaſed and impotent people 
trauell forſuccour and reliefe to the Bath, or cne of $. Hoſpitalls: in which c:fe ther charges in trauel] ought to be borne by themſelues, or 


by the inhabirants of the Pariſh from whence they come, and that- the Law inferceth not the Countrey to conuey any perions whatlocuer 


which ſhould be chargeable. tor the prouilion of Cart or Horſe, and payment of money, Iris therefore ordered by this Court, that the Con- 
ſtables ſhall not hereatter receme or conuey any ſuch Cripple, difcaſed or impotent man or woman ſo brought ynto them as atoreſaid, and 


that if incaſe the bringer of any ſuch Cripple or 1wporent perſon ſhall attcmpt to leaue them vpon any Pariſh, ( as the waner often is) that. 


chen ſuch bringer be preſently carried before ſome luſtice of Peace of this Countie next to that place, to be proeceded againſt asa diſturber 

of the execution, as the aforeſaid Statutes made againſt Rogues and Vagabonds. | : 
Fexrthly, Whereas commandement 1s.giuen to the Clearke of the Peace at this preſent Quarter Seſſions, to ſend ynto the Iuftices of Peace 

in cucry Dwuiſion a Tranſcript of the names and dwclling places of all ſuch perſons as are or ſhall be indited or preſented, eicherfor keeping a 


| Ale-houſe without Lycenſes, or for {uffcring ill rule or diforder in Inne or Ale-houſe, or againſt any common Drunkard or Ale-houle haun-- - 
ter, to be bound over by the ſaid Tuſtices-to appeere at the generall Seſſions of the Peace then next inſuing : Iris agreed that all fach perſons... 


whoſe names ſhall be ſo ſent as afore ſaid, ſhall-be cenuented at theſe meetings, andthere tobe bound ouer accordingly. And it is further

Hares, and deſtroyers of the games of Pheſants and Partridge :. and what other perſons vling deceit in Trade or Manufacture tending to the 
defrauding or wronging of any of his Maieſtics SubieGs, there bein any Pariſh or Hamblet within.their ſeuerall lymits.
